SASKATOON: Perhaps it was 
the contercnce of the Big Three last 
week, perhaps it was the réalisât; 
Ion that February is half over and 
that the election is getting closer, 
that brings this problem up. The 
war is getting finished and we may 
expect action on the fighting fronts 
to move rapidly to a climax; the 
government which will start Can' 
ada off on the ways of peace is gO' 
ing to be elected shortly; the prob 
lem is "What are the young men 
and women of this country going to 
do about it?" 

Particularly in the thinking of 
university students, there must be 
an awareness of the problems fac 
ing Canada and an attempt made at 
their solution, if the students are to 
offer anything constructive towards 
the development of a peace which 
has some probability of perman 
ence. The responsibility has been 
thrust upon young men and women 
in the universities, because, al< 
though they have been hampered 
by government restrictions and 
senseless controls, they have been 
allowed to continue their education 
in the comfort of Canada. Their 
security has been purchased by the 
blood of the young men who have 
fought and died, 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

I am now in the middle of a 
business trip across Western Can 
ad<i, where I have the opportunity 
of meeting a large number of 
young men and women from farms, 
from businesses, and from schools 
and universities. These young peo- 
pie seem one and alt to have re- 
alized the problem which they face: 
how to make the voice of youth 
count in the period of reconstruc- 
Uon. 

But while the problem Is evident, 
the answer is not so^asily appar- 
ent Where can the young men and 
women find an outlet for their 

ideals, an outlet where they can 
put the energy of youth to. useful 
work. 

One answer alone exists: politic- 
al action. It is not enough for 
young people to stand aside and 
criticise negatively the deeds of any 
political party. It Is not enough to 
criticize destructively the Liberals, 
the Progressive Conservatives, the 
Cooperative Commonwealth Fede- 
ration, or the Labour Progressives. 
The action by young people must 
be towards the positive implemen- 
tation of their own high Ideals, and 
this implementation must b« in the 
political sphere. 

Take the House of Commons. The 
average age of members there Is 
close to 60. No one fhî^t year of ace 
has the ideals of 2S, or the dynamic 
energy to see those Ideals put Into 
effect. 

I would like to see aU three ma- 
jor political parlies so dominated 
by young people that they wouid 
truly represent the ideals of young 
men and women and honestly seek 
after their energetic fulfilment. If 
we can get that kind of domination 
we will sec a complete rejuventa- 
tion of the Canadinn political scene. 

And that change will only come 
when every young Canadian is 
ready to take his active part in 
Canadian politics.

Lofting Aircraft 
Discussion Topic 

Mathematical .Cliibl.^. 
Heart Designing, 
Construction Formulae 

Lofting aircraft by mathematics 
was the subject of an address by 
Joe Greenberg, iourth year student 
honoring in Mathematics and Phy 
sics to the Students' Mathematical 
Club on Friday. 

Given certain data dictated by 
aerodynamical and other consider- 
ations, he stated that this problem 
required the designing of the com- 
plete shape of the aircraft, using 
the smoothest curves possible under 
the circumstances. This has been 
found empirically to lead to the 
least air resistance, he added. 

In his speech he showed that the 
fundamental construction problem 
involved is that of drawing a sec- 
ond degree curve to be tangential 
to two given straight lines at two 
given points. He pointed out that 
mathematical lofting, has a number 
of advantages over the older way 
of designing airplanes: the time of 
designing is decreased, no skilled 
craftsmen are required and a set 
of formulae are easier to preserve 
than a complicated drawing.

Presents Views 
On War Conflict 

Describes Fighting 
On Western Fronts, 
Recapture o( Paris

'These are the darkest ages that 
the world has ever known." slated 
H. R. Knickerbocker, Jn reference 
to the present conflict as the open 
Ing address "At the Ringside of 
History" which was delivered at a 
meeting of the Women's Canadian 
Club held yesterday afternoon. 

"Look at the world today," con 
tinued Mr. Knickerbocker; "con 
Eider Europe — Italy, the Balkan 
states, beautiful Normandy, vast 
areas of Holland, Belgium, Germany 
and the entire path all the way 
from the eastern front to Moscow 
all ruined and physically damaged. 
Of the Europe that we used to visit 
nothing Is left but a heap of rubble. 
And this Is purely • material dam- 
age, nothing in comparison to. the 
destruction of Europe's soul." 

Ju.st back from Aachen, Mr. 
Knickerbocker, has spent much 
time on the Western and Italian 
fronts. Present in England on D- 
day, he accompanied the Allied 
forces on their campaign Into Nor- 
mandy and was on the scene when 
the Allies entered Paris. "I was 
moved to great emotion during', the 
recapture of Paris," confessed Mr. 
Knickerbocker, "and was not 
ashamed to find myself crying. As 
I entered our hotel the concierge 
ran up to me. embraced me en- 
thusiastically and covered me with 
kisses. OuUide of the burning Hotel 
Prion, crowds surged forward as 
the German administrative staffs 
poured out of the building. I watch- 
ed closely the faces of the 30 Ger- 
man officers whom 1 knew had 
never been taught how to conduct 
themselves In such circumstances. 
The F.F.I. boys snatched their val- 
ises out bf their hands and threw 
them to the crowds who stampeded 
like wild animals and went liter- 
ally mad. This spirit of brutality 
has spread among all the conquer- 
ed peoples and is manifest^ the

Knickerbocker Describes Europe 
In Address to People^ s Forum

The world at war, and how It is 
envisaged in the peace that Is to 
come, was the topic of the address 
given to the People's Forum last 
night by H. R. Knickerbocker. Mr. 
Knickerbocker has spent 20 months 
at the fighting front. He told the 
audience of the devastation that 
has resulted from the ravages of 
war. 

Every city in Germïiny with a 
population of over 100,000 has been 
razed practically to the ground by 
Allied bombing attacks, stated Mr 
Knickerbocker. More tons of ex- 
plosives are dropped on German 
cities In one night than the Ger- 
mans dropped on English cities 
all during the blitz. 

The Europe that is left is unrec- 
ognizable, he went 'on to say, but 
besides the" geographical dévasta* 
tion present, there are other factors 
that have been affected. The casu- 
alties have been great, and^ the 
people's spirit has been demoraliz- 
ed. « Mr. Knickerbroker maintains 
that the damage done to the souls 
of people in Europe Is most im- 
portant. 

Mr. Knickerbroker's recommenda- 
tion for preventing the Germans 
from rising again In the future, is 



to have a system of cohtlriued'mili 
tary occupation for a period of 
three generations (60 years). After 
this time, he says, it Is conceivable 
that Germany might given, up mili- 
tary ambitions; having been kept 
away, from uniforms and military 
organizations for such a period of 
time. 

Concerning the era In .which we 
are living, Mr. Knickerbocker 
maintains that it will be known to 
posterity aJ the Hitler era. In Oils 
way his name will be perpetuated, 
but not as the conqueror and sav- 
ior of civilization. He will be re- 
membered as the devastator of 
civilization. 

Many people, he says, would be 
content to occupy Germany, for a 
shorter period, for about 10 years. 
This is what the Germans are 
probably hoping for, so that when 
the allies withdraw after 10 years, 
the German underground will rise 
and precipitate anotli'.r war, but, 
as Mr. Knickerbocker advises, If 
the military occupation is extend 
ed fcr a long period, there will be 
much less opportunity for the con- 
tinuai keeping . alive of German 
military aspiritions.

Discusses Scottish Covenanters, 
Union of England and Scotland 

Staidord Reid Declares Staarts Responsible 
For Seventh Century Union 
Of Two Britisli Kingdoins 



"The Stuarts, whose motta 
was "hang . together or hang 
separately were responsible for 
the unification of Scotland and 
England," stated Dr. Reid In the 
fourth lecture of the Scottish 
History Series delivered yester- 
day afternoon. Dr. Reid opened 
his topic "The Covenanters and 
the Union With England" with 
a revision of the seventeenth 
century historical events.. 

Starting with the reign of 
James VI of Scotland, who later 
became James I of England, the 
speaker showed how this nar- 
row-minded king was a stumbl-. 
ing block in the path of unifi- 
cation. In 1606 James installed 
the Episcopacy In England and 
as a result Scottish bishops had 
to seek ordination by English 
bishops. This turned the favour 
of the people away from unifi- 
cation. Nevertheless after 1603 
anyone born in eitljer country 
had common citizenship. James 
was followed by Charles who 
wanted the church to conform 
entirely to Episcopalian views 
and prepared a Liturgy for 
Scotland. This enraged the mob 
. and gave rise to the Covenant- 
ers and ultimately to a rcllgloùs 
war between Scotland and Eng- 
land. Defeated. Charles was 
obliged to sign the' Covenants. 

In 1649 Charles 11 was pro- 
claimed king, but meanwhile 
the Presbyterians had united 
with the Puritans and Cromwell 
had become an iinportant fig- 



ure, Charles II was severely de- 
feated. Cromwell proclaimed 
freedom of religion and was ap- 
pointed Protector of the Com- 
ntonwealth. This was the unof- 
ficial beginning of English- 
Scottish urdiy.^^i , ;^ 

Throughout ' the seventeenth 
century the English and Scots 
were in continual conflict but 
by 1706 Parliament passed a 
■law. whereby 32 commissioners 
were permitted to meet in ordei 
to install the unification offici- 
ally. The union gave the Scots 
great trading opportunities, an 
efficient job of Empire adminis- 
tration and the romance of 
Scottish nationhood as exempli- 
fied In the personality of, Sir. 
Waltér^SebUvV»

Early last November we had occasion to 
comment on the comprehensive and thorough 
brief on National Health Planning prepared by 
the Canadian AsEociation of Medical Students 
|» nd internes (better known as CAMSI). This 
'brief now forms the main basis of discussion for 
one of the committees of the University Con- 
ference on the Post-War World, and its pertinent 
clauses— they are actually all pertinent — will 
be adopted almost without change by that com- 
mittee. 

This brief is an important one, and the com- 
mittee's findings will be important, because they 
illustrate and emphasise how seriously the mat- 
ter of national health planning is being taken 
by the young doctors and would-be doctors to- 
day. As a matter of fact, the main basis for'any 
scheme of national health planning, or national 
health insurance, is simpl/that the present:^s- 
tero of medical services is not only unsatisfàei^ 
^f^J^'^i cannot conceivably be made even 
%f wmotely adequate. The only alternative to re- 
maining a medical "C-3" nation" is to institute a 
regulated, supervised system, while allowing at 
the same time the greatest possible amount of 
flexibility. For flexibility will always be nec- 
«uary as long as the country is not completely 
organized on a socialistic pattern. It is hearten- 
ing to note how well the alternative is und«n^ 
by our younger medical men. 

Such a system of planned medical care for 
et;ery dtitm of Canada was worked out last 
year and published as this CAMSI brief. It is, 
on a national scale, the same sort of thing that 
has been put into effect as group health in- 
surance, pre-paid medical services, municipal 
physician plans, employees' health association, 
and other dozens of small-scale schemes for 
providing health to a group of people on a group- 
payment basis. These could perhaps be mulU- 
plied indefinitely until most of the twelve or 
thirteen million people in this country were sure 
of receiving at low cost the best medical care 
possible. But nothing could match the simplicity, 
the completeness, the thoroughness of a national 
health insurance plan as worked out in this 
CAMSI brief, and as the medical committee of 
the University Conference plans to bring for- 
ward, or at least indicate. 

The aspect of this national health insurance 
plan that we think most worthy of note is how- 
ever the fact that the future medical profession 
of the nation, as represented by its medical stu. 
dents and interns, is wholeheartedly behind the 
■cheme, and willing to undertake the respons- 
ibility of working it out, and of seeing that its 
purpose is adequately fulfilled. This is not a 
, matter of the people demanding better medical 
service and forcing a plan, willy-nilly, upon the 
medica} profession. It is a matter of the medical 
profession having the common-sense to refuse to 
go on with the inadeejuacies and doTraright 
ineptness of a. laissez-faire system whereby a 
persftn gets good medical care and hospitalizat- 
ion when necessary, if he can foot the bill, if he 
lives in a large center provided with modem 
facilities, and if he can be crowded into the over- 
taxed space of such hospitals. The situation 
could be shrugged aside by doctors were it mere- 
ly that only Ûie most indigent could not be de- 
cently treated for illness; after all, the poor go 
without many things; besides, the medical pro- 
fession has for decades made it a point of honor 
to treat patienta in accordance with their ability 
to pay. But the situation is nothing so simple; 
and it certainly cannot be maintained that the 
550,000 volunteers— ai»io«< one-half of the 1,- 
000,000 total-^who, up to January 1944, were 
unfit for front-line service, are derived from the 
indigent classes. 

The planning has been done. Canadians have 
a right to demand that health for all be no longer 
poatponèd. .

UNIVERSITY CONFERENCE 

Within the next few weeks there 
will be a conference of McGill stu- 
dents to discuss and to recommend 
plans ifor the poft-war period. 
While weighing the merits of va- 
rious schemes, it will perhaps be 
not amiss to consider one of the 
barriers that now, stand in the way 
of nation-wide programs. 

The BriUsh North America Act 
of 1807 Is the basis of the Canadian 
Constitution. Commencing with a 
description of the various govern- 
ing bodies, the Act proceeds, in Ar- 
ticle 01, to delimit the powers of 
the Federal Government. Generally, 
Ottawa may "make Laws for the 
Peace, Order and good Government 
of Canada, in relation to all mat- 
ters not coming within the Classes 
of Subjects of this Act assigned ex- 
clusively to the Uglslatures of the 
Provinces." Specific matters are 
thirty, and include: 

1. Tlie Public Debt and Property. 
S. The raising of money by any 
Mode or System of Taxation. 

1. The borrowing of money on the 

Public Credit. 
7. Defence. 

14, 15, 16, 20, Banks and Currency. 

25. Naturalization and Aliens. 

26. Marriage and Divorce. ^ 

27. The Criminal Law. 

In the next Articles, 92 and 63, 
the Provincial Legislatures were 
granted control over some seven- 
teen fields, Including: 

2. Direct Taxation within the 

Province. 

3. The borrowing of Money on 

the sole Credit of the Prov- 
ince. 

7. The Establishment, Mainten- 
ance and Management of Hos- 
pitals, Ajylums Charities and 
Eleemoysynary Institutions in 
and for the Province. 

10. Local Works and Undertak- 
ings, which lie wholly within 
the Province and have not 
been declared by the Parlia- 
ment of Canada to be for the 
general advantage of Canada. 

13. Property and Civil Rights in 
the Province. 

(03) Education. 

There was thus a clear line 
drawn between the two spheres of 
control. On all local matters the 
Provinces remained supreme, and 
the Federal Government rested se- 
cure In the belief that it held aU 
residual powers. , 

However, Canada grew rapidly 
with the years; expanded westward 
and to the north; her population 
multiplied and her independence 
of the British Parliament continual- 
ly increased. Despite all these 
changes, .the Constitution remained 
substantially as it was in 1867, and 
Canadians found that not only 
could they not alter this Act, but 
that the very Interpretation of it 
depended upon tha decisions of a 
court atitting in Londbii, 3,000 miles 
away in a foreign country.' The 
British privy Council had the final 
verdit in all matters and could in- 
terpret the B.N.A. Acts as it wished. 

What were some results of this 
situation? In 1032 Canada was in 
the throes of Depression. A aeries 
of eight Acta were passed by the 
Federal Government in an attempt 
to alleviate the wide-spread distreu 



However, some lawyer noted that 
section 13 of ArUcle 02 of Uie B.N. 
A. Act gave to the Provinces con- 
U-ol "Property and Civil Rights", 
and the constitutionality of 
these eight acts was brought before 
the Privy Council. The verdict of

Sir,— Every Tuesday when I come 
down to the armory, my friend Jim 
Karris says, "Why don't you write 
something like Sinatra or something 
risque so that people will write in 
about It?" It seems that Just by cul- 
tlvating my own garden, I've 
achieved the same result. 

To check off a few points, a great 
many of these poems have been 
published In earlier versions In na- 
tionally known Journals, not to 
mention the fact that they have re- 
ceived the approval of Langston 
Hughes and Kenneth Leslie, them- 
selves modem poets of no mean re- 
pute. Strangely, they made no dis- 
crimination between poetry and 
prose; perhaps having in mind the 
styles of Peguy. Rbnbaud, Lorca, 
AHiertivipiotlandj^î^ll^^nM^^ 



ognlzed long ago that the line l>e- 
tween poetry and prose lay in more 
than the formal met^r. 

Exception vras also taken that 
neither the scansion rules of Mil- 
lay (lately disregarded by herself). 
Whitman (made up by others after 
he had a reputation, so that they 
could convince themselves he was 
a poet) or Hopkins (too often imi- 
tated now) apply in my work. Prob- 
ably not. I am not yet ready to pub- 
lish my notes on poetics, but in fifty 
years from now even the school 
anthologies will Include this style 
as a traditional one. Just as Baude- 
laire's is now. considered academic, 
although in his day it also' evoked 
more heat than understanding. 

It is unfortunate for the future 
poetic enjoyment of poetry on the 
part of the two writers, that what 
they took for vices are really the 
virtues of modem poetry. Especial- 
ly, A. J. F. McKay, whose poem was 
a good one. The Intensity of the 
criticism seems to have Imparted it 
with enough seriousness to prevent 
it being considered sentimental and 
enough humor to prevent it being 
called a tour de force. If the virrlter

these learned gentlemen killed five 
of the eight acts, on the grounds 
that the matters concerned were 
outside the Federal field. The five 
acts were: 

. 1. The National Products Market- 
ing Act, (0 regulate the mar- 
keting of exports. 
3. Unemployment and Social In- 
surance Act, to set up unem- 
ployment Insurance. 

3. The Weekly Ilest in Industrial 

Undertakings Act, compelling 
a rest of 24 consecutive hours, 
during every week. 

4. Minimum Wages Act. enabling 

the Minister of Labor to es- 
tablish minimum wages. 

t. Limitations of Hours of Work 
. Act, providing for a 48-hour 
work week. 

It is to be noted that the five 
RCts all concern matters which are 
proposed for the postwar period. 
If a similar fate is to befall future 
legislation, then most of our plan- 
ners might as well save their time 
and efforts. 

What can be done to remedy the 
•ituatlon? There arc three methods. 
The first is for the Parliament of 
Canada to petition the British 
Parliament to pass an amendment 
to the BJf.A. Acts. This was done 
in 1940, when Unemplovment In- 
surance was at last specifically in- 
r*.uded in the Federal Field. It 
Was only by passage of such an Act 
of the Imperial Parliament that 
Canada was able to give herself 
such legislation'. 

The second method is to pass a 
sample act in the Federal Parlia- 
ment, with the conditions attached 
that any province which will pass, 
in its legislature, such an Act, will 
' be .recompensed from the Federal 
Treasury for the expenses incurred. 
This surmounts the base of tne 
whole trouble, that the Provinces 
bave the power 'to administer such 
laws, but that only Ottawa has luf- 
ficiont taxing and borrowing powers 
to finance social legislation. 

The third method is somewhat 
more drastic, and would involve 
scrapping the 'Old.constUuyon^and 



writing a new one. It is very doubt- 
ful whether such a step will ever 
oocur, but some measure! ^ along 
that line are certain to be introduc- 
ed in the near future. Appeals to 
the Privy Council will probably be 
the first to go, since dciinite move- 
ments in that dircSiipn^ere inter- 
rupted only iy thc advent of war. 

The question may now be asked; 
if the Federal rights are so limited, 
how can the present W.P.T.B., 
N.S.S. W.L.B.. and other agencies, 
have any power? The answer is that 
the Federal .Government is per- 
mitted, by decision of ■ the Pri\-y 
Council, to exercise extraordinary 
powers during "Times ot National 
Emergency." The present war is 
considered a National Emergency, 
but the Depression was not; and 
it is very probable that the entire 
present system of Government con- 
trols 'will be ultra vires within a 
feu- months after the outbreak of 
peace. 

Such is the outlook for Canada 
at present. The purpose of this ar- 
ticle is to inform Canadians of facts 
about which loo many are in bliss- 
ful ignorance, and to remind plan- 
ners for the future that they can- 
not pass many of their proposed 
Acts without first revising our Con- 
stitution.

All this is based on very 
good psychological theory. 

Modern poetry requires the con- 
stant attention of the reader, that is 
why it is condemned, and not read. 
No great writer today writes to tell 
stories or charm his readers, not 
even the women poets; and since 
modern poetry braced its offensive 
with the publications of NEW SIG- 
NATURES in 1031, it has taken the 
place of philosophy to some extent 
Those desirous of knowing what the 
most sensitive among us are think- 
ing about the war, the world, man's 
place in it, the universels and the 
absolutes— they will scorn the cur 
rent novel, newspaper headline and 
pop.' magazine, and read the poetry 
of this day and age. 

If the two writers are really in- 
terested in modern poetry, that 
being written today in the 19408 
by those in their teens and twent 
les especially, then the following 
sources are to some extent avail 
able to them. The- magazine: Life 
and Letters, Horizon; New 'Verse, 
Accent, New Directions, Poetry, 
Quarterly Review of Literature, 
Partisan, Kenyon, Antioch and 
Southern Reviews, and in Canada, 
First Statement, Preview and the 
Canadian Forum. Recent antholo 
gies: Oscar Williams (New Poems 
1944) Scldon Rodman (A New An- 
thology of Modern Poetry) H, 
Gregory and E. Clark (New Let 
ters in America.) Important works; 
T. S. Eliot- (Wasteland and Four 
Quarters). W. H. Auden (New 
Years Letter) Muriel Rukeyser 
(Theory of Flight) E. E. Cummings

Regretfully 1 must close by stat- 
ing that unless the readers ot 
poetry begin to read what those 
writers of our time and age are 
saying they will be left far behind 
in their education. Also since I 
have, been teaching people to 
write for some years now, the 
odds are that when they get to 
McGill the columns of. (he feature 
page will see quite * yirie'V °' 
works which, from those who pre- 
fer their grandmother's poetry, 
will draw scorn and prose and 
questions as. to their worth. Those, 
however, who bellev*" that new 
times need new forms will welcome 
modem poetry and enjoy it and be 
enriched by it. 

The hard core of simplicity is as 
good a medium for poetry as any 
of the earlier innovations now con- 
sidered . classical. Those who arc 
desirous of understanding this point 
will find that even rereadlngs do 
not dull the edge of the work ap- 
pearing in The Column, and as 
Rllke wrote to "a poet younger than 
himself: "Do not be bewildered by 
the surfaces; in the depths «11 be- 
comes law . . ."; so say L

NOT FRO-NAZI 

February ITth, 1945.

Dear Sir,— In view of certain ac- 
cusations which have been appcu* 



ing of late in our local press to 
the effect that the Catholic Church 
is a pro-Nazi organization, we feel 
that evldeAce should be presented 
refuting these accusations. 

As one instance: During the Nazi 
occupation of Italy the Church wss 
one of the few organizations to op- 
pose the persecution of the Jews in 
Rome. Many Jews found refuge, in 
the Vatican from their persecutors, 
and on at least one occasion money 
was supplied by the Vatican to as- 
sists the Jewish community to pay 
a fine levied by the Nazis.
